DRAFT GUIDELINES -OP THE COMMITTEE FOR THE CONDUCT OF ITS WORK 

1, The Committee is a subsidiary body of the Security Council 
consisting of all the members of the Council. It was established by 
paragraph 14 of Security Council resolution 918 (1994) to undertake the 
following tasks and to report on its work to the Council with its 
observations and recommendations i 

(a) To seek from all States information regarding the action taken 
by them concerning the effective implementation of the embargo

<b) To consider any information brought to its attention by States 
concerning violations of the' embargo, and in 'thab context to me tea 
recommendations, to the Council on ways of increasing the 
ef fectivaneefl of the embargo; 

(«) To recommend appropriate measures in response to violations of 
t- ha embargo imposed by paragraph 13 of resolution 918 (1994) and 

provide inforaaEiea on a regular fiaais to tba SEcretar/fCtanerel ■.

The Committee may also decide to 
invite interested individuals to appear before it for the same purpose.

s. The Committee notes that by the terms of the mandatory arms embargo 
established by the Security Council with respect bo Rwanda'/ the 
responsibility for implementing the embargo is placed upon States, 
Nevertheless, the Committee is competent, not only to monitor, but also, 
as needed, to assist States in their implementation of the mandatory 

arms embargo.

11, In order to enhance and publicise the work of the Committee, the 
Chairman will be authorized, after prior consultations with and approval 
of the Committee, to hold press conferences or to issue press releases 
on any aspect of the Committee's work. 
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
